They do nos truſt their Se- 
crets to their own Diſciples before they have made 
them their Slaves. They have an Art ly which 
they perſuade People before they teach them ; 
whereas Truth perſuades by Teaching, and doth 
not teach by Perſuaſion.

ravians, which I have partly given an 
Account of in the Canaid Narrative of the Riſe and 
Progreſs of that Sect, will find, that not a few of 
them exactly ſquare with the Tenets of the ancient 
Gnoſtics, ſo famous in the earlieſt Ages of Chriſtia- 
nity: And it is highly remarkable, that the Con- 
duct, the Leaders of Herrnbutiſm have hitherto fol- 
lowed, talhes as exactly with the Picture Tera 
lian and Jreneus give of the Yalentinians, a Party of 
the ancient Guaſtics, in the abovementioned Pal- 
ſages, as one Drop of Water doth with another. 
Count Zinzenderf, the Author of this new Sect, 
has Myſteries too high to be communicated to 
every body: He will not, it ſeems, make Fodder of 
them for Cattle, ſuch as the Herdſman drives out (a); 
he finds it neceſſary to ſpeak paradoxically to ſuch 9; 
are not initiated in his Myſteries (b); he has different 
Kinds of Theologies, one of which is 2 4% be 
preached from the Pulpit, but in private Congregs- 
tions (c), whilſt another is 2 be delivered only inis

one's own Ear (d); nay he almoſt glories in having a 
new Language not underſtood by others(e). It is common 
for his Sectaries, on being aſked about their Doc- 
trines, to refer to their Catechiſm, which, in Imi- 
tation of that of the Socinians printed at Cracovia 
in 1574, is contrived in fuch a Manner, as to con- 
ceal, under the Cover of ſcriptural Paſſages, their 
true Tenets, and to leave fundamental Truths ſo 
undetermined, as that it may be in their Power to 
give them a Latitude or reftrain them, juſt as 
Occaſion ſhall require, when they have to deal 
with People of different Perſuaſions. If you al- 
lege Poctrines they have publickly preached and 
divulged in their own Writings, they refuſe to an- 
ſwer; and, like the Gnoſtics of old, point-blank deny 
what they believe. When you judge them to be ho- 
neſt in their Profeſſions, they impoſe upon your 
Simplicity; and if you happen to detect them, 
this 1s called Perſecution, and no leſs than attack- 
ing the Cauſe of Chriſt. They muſt be ſenſible, 
that, were Herrnbutiſm expoſed to public View, it 
would foon be exploded : For this Reaſon, the 
Count has long ago enjoined his Diſciples 7o give 
no Anſwer to what is wrote againſt their Docirines, ſhould 
even the Charge be true (f); and he tells them among 
other Reaſons, that heir Affairs for the third Part 
had thereby been ruined (g); moreover, that very 
likely ſuch Writings would ſoon be forgot (h). He has 
the Knack of bringing over People to his Sect, 
not by Inſtruction ; (tor, this, he ſays, is not (6 
much their Plan (i), but by the more prevailing

Art of Perſuaſion ;- he captivates them, not by en- 
lightening their Reaſon, but by entertaining their 
Imagination and Paſſions, and by making Uſe of 


his Doctrine of Blood and Weunds as a Kind of 


Opiate or Charm, tho" it be really at the Expence 
of the Diſcrimen honeftorum & turpium. 

Happy would it have been 2 Chriſtianity in 
general (for the Count's Undertaking intereſts all 
Chriſtians of whatever Denomination) ) had he not 
further improved on the ſubtle Arts of the Gngſt:cs. 
His Sect would then have remained at the Place it 
was firſt broached in, and perhaps been ſtifled 
in its very Birth. But to his, and his Aſſociates, 
Shame be it ſaid, they have ſtuck at no Arts, 
at no Contrivances, to propagate their Doc- 
trines, and flily to inſtil them. Their favourite 
Stratagem has been to endeavour to impoſe upon 
the Unwary, by taking upon themſelves the Stile 
and Title of the Moravian Church; vi Title, to 
which they have not the leaſt Pretence, in what- 
ever Light | it be . Would not every 


Name, that there had been a e of 
half Maravia; that the People who here in England, 
take upon themſelves that Name, had met with a 
Fate like to that of the modern Palatines, perſc- 
cuted in their Country for the Sake of Religion 
by the Roman Catholics, and had leſt their native 
Country on that Account, under the Conduct of 
Count Zinzendorf; that, as their Forefathers were 
known to have preſerved the Apoſtolic Faith un- 
defiled, (witneſs their Confeſſion extant in Hiſtory, 
and the many Encomiums beſtowed on them in 
tormer Times by the Proteſtants themſelves) this 
their true Offspring had fought Refuge among 
them; but contrary to their Expectation, and 

notwith-

notwithſtanding, their having the ſame Faith and 
Diſcipline, had been moſt cruelly treated and not 
been able to obtain Leave of ſettling among them 
that the Proteſtants in Germany making no Account 
of a large Sum of Money brqught by theſe Mcra- 
vians along with them, had contrary to their true 
Intereſt, perſecuted them by public Proclamations, 
and thus forced theſe unhappy orthcdox Moravians 
to fly to England tor Shelter; Laſtly, at they, in 
the Simplicity of their Hearts, and without the 
leaſt Diſguiſe, had laid before the Parliament of 
England, their Forefathers Confeſſion of Faith, (on 
Account of which they had met with ſuch ill 
Treatment) together with the ſynodal Acts of their 
Anceſtors; and thus having proved themſelves to 
be the true Moravian Church, ſo famous in ancient 
Hiſtory, had obtained a Settlement all over the 
Britiſh Dominions ? This, and this alone, I take 
to have been the common Suppoſition made by 
thoſe who know nothing of the Moravians but by 
common Report. But this is ſo far from being 
their real Caſe, that the contrary can be made ap- 
pear by a great Number of Proofs, whereof, for 
briefneſs ſake, the following may at preſent ſuſfice.— 
It is well known, that the Empreſs Queen of 
Hungary, to whom Meravia belongs, has, within 
this Century, loft no conſiderable Part of her Sub- 
jects in that Country ; nor doth it ſtand to Reafon, 
that People of any conſiderable Subſtance would 
have been permitted, contrary to the wonted Po- 
licy of that Country, to carry it from thence. 
Neither can Count Zinzendorf, with thoſe People 
| whoſe Names are ſo oſtentatiouſly produced in the 
n WW Vouchers laid before the Parliament, be accounted 
15 | Bohemians or Meravians by Birth; nor can thoſe 

Individuals that belong to this Sect, properly come 
under that Denomination, as none of them belong 


to

to that Country, except a few Roman Catholire, 
who, according to common Report, having occa- 
ſionally got Sight of Proteſtant Books, left their 
Country and joined the Count at Herrnhuth, after 
be had begun to ſet on Foot his new Ses, as it appears 
even from his own Writings (k). This alone is 
ſufficient to ſhew, that theſe People are not Morg. 
vans in the proper Senſe of that Word, when con- 
ſidered as denoting the Moravian Church. More- 
over, the very Perſon that ordained the Count, poſi- 
tively affirms, that all the Members of that Church 
had been extirpated in Bohemia and Moravia ever 
ſince the Year 1620 (1), and that ſuch as fled their 
native Country about that Time, had mixed in He- 
land with the Calviniſts; beſides, we have the 
Count's own Words, viz. that they made an entire 
Coalition with the Calviniſts (m). To ſpeak there- 
fore of a Moravian Church in Moravia after that 
Time, is ſpeaking of an imaginary Body, a Phan- 
tom. The few Natives that came over to the 
Count from Morævia, according to his own Re- 
were #nconverted People (n), the Punctum cre- 
dendorum was ſettled at Herrnhut (o); he brought 
them from a foreign Religion, and made them conform to 
the Lutheran Doctrine and N. B. Praxis (p). Hence 
it follows, that before that Time they were neither 
of the ancient Moravian Church, nor had its Diſ- 
cipline, (which as well as the Moravian Doctrine 
the Count rejects in his Writings (q): ) It follows

likewiſe, that as they neither belonged to the Am 
ravian Church, nor were a ſeparate Body of them- 
ſelyes, they neither did, nor indeed could bring 
along with them a Curate, much leſs a Biſhop of 
their Church ; and thus as they could not have the 
leaſt Claim to the ſo much boaſted-of Apoſtolic Suce 
ceſſion, it is plain, they could not poſlibly give to 
others what they had not themſelves. However, 
theſe People were thought by the Count to be pro- 
per Inſtruments to ſerve his End, i. e. to cover 
under the Sanction of the Moravian Name the 
Sect he had broached.----Many Things, abſo/utely 
incompatible with the Idea boni viri, occur in the 
Count's Tranſactions in general, particularly in 
the Buſineſs now before us, which however I ſhall 
omit for the ſake of Brevity, and only add, thar 
he, far from having ever attempted to prove him- 
ſelf, or his People, to be of the Moravian Church, 
has by a Method hitherto unheard of, impoſed on 
the Public by Certificates from Men of Repute, 
nay from whole Colleges, Who, on his bare Word, 
without any further Proof, have aſſerted, that he 
and his People were of that ancient Church. With 
theſe Certificates, and a long Pedigree of the ancient 
Moravian Church taken from Hiſtory, he has poſted 
from Country to Country, crying up himſelf and 
his People as belonging to that ancient Body, and 


making Proſelytes under that ſpecious Denomina- 


tion: And the Impoſition (I wiſh I could give it 
a ſofter Name) would perhaps have remained ſtill 
longer undiſcovered, had he not, by too haſtily 


* Publiſhing his Sermons and other Writings, betrayed 
' himſelf, and cauſed People to enquire into the ve 

I Bottom of the Matter. Whoever doubts of this 
his Way of caſting a Miſt before People's Eyes by 
| Certificates, need but conſult the Vouchers laid by 


his Deputies before Parliament, together with the 
Speeches 
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Speeches made in their Behalf, and printed by the 
Herrnbuters themſelves. The Reader will naturally 
expect to find among theſe Papers, the Confeſſion of 
Faith of the ancient Moravian Church, which the ho- 
neſt Followers of it of old, never made a Secret 
of, but delivered it at different Times to the Ruler; 
of their Country, Copies of which are ſtill extant 
in Print : But to his great Surpriſe, he will there 
find not ſo much as a bare mention of it. The only 
Thing we meet with, in lieu of it, is a long 
Pedigree of the Antiquity of the Moravian 
Church, with many Encomiums beſtowed on it, 
and various Arguments drawn from that once ſo 
famous Church, for bringing about a Settlement in 
Behalf of theſe new Comers, who neither are de- 
ſcended from the Followers of that Church, nor 
were perſecuted on Account of Religion, nor fol- 
low the Doctrines of theſe Confeſſors; but are a 
People drawn from all Religions, a Se& newly 
broached, (whoſe true Name, from that of their 
Founder, ought to be Zinzendorfians, as the King 
of Pruſſia very properly calls them in the Mem:irs 
of the Houſe of Brandenburg (r);) a Sect that hides its 
Tenets, and uſes the Moravian Name as a kind of 
Sanction to their Innovations. Inſtead of ſynodal 
Acts of the ancient Meravians, none will appear 
but thoſe of Synods appointed by the Count him- 
ſelf, and Papers wrote by him or his Sectarics, 
who are ſo dependent on him, that according to 

is own Report, they are ready to lofe their Lives fir 

m (s) (which is even more than the Pope can 
ſay). Theſe, with other Writings, which either 
were given Centuries ago, in Favour of the true

ancient Moravian Church, or have been begged 
on falſe Pretexts by the preſent Pretenders to that 
Title, and evidently wear the Marks of Repro- 
bation for the Reafons given before, are produced 
there as Vouchers for that Sect. Not to mention 
WE any thing of the Augoburg Confeſſion, which they 
hae made a Shew of producing, tho' in Reality 
E they have curtailed and mangled it in ſeveral 
| Places, doubtleſs in order to conceal their Doctrines 
under that Cover. 

As this is the Caſe of the Herrnbulers, and as 
ſuch and many other Circumſtances little redound- 
ing to their Honour, attend their Hiſtory ; there 
is no Wonder that they ſhun the Light, and in- 
© ſtead of anſwering the Charges I have brought 
& againſt them, in the Candid Narrative, from their + 
E own Writings, have endeavour'd to ſuppreſs that 

Book; and this failing them, have ſought to diſ- 
parage its Contents by Chicanerie, Slander, and 
© WE Attempts to do me a Prejudice. This their un- 
chriſtian- like Conduct I am little ſtartled at, as I 
am ſenſible that Men of Integrity will always ap- 
plaud the Endeavours of ſuch as detect Impoti- 
tions. I am well aſſured, that my Undertaking 
K has been a Means of opening the Eyes of many 
> who judged of this Sect only from Appearance, 
and that not a few of the Projects of the Leaders of 


„ Vienbuliſin have ſince that Time miſcarried. On 
Fe this Account, I ſhould perhaps not have choſen to 
„ mweddle with them any further, eſpecially as little 
Credit can be expected to redound to a Perſon that 
her © bghts with a Shadow, or combats an Adveriary, 
1 who is better a great deal at hiding than defending 


himſelf. But, as in a late Pamphlet, which, in the 
| Title Page, promiſes an Anſwer to the Candid Nar- 
alive (though not a ſingle Accuſation is ſo much 


as touched upon) I have been charged with having 
1 S calumniated 
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( 20 ) 
talnmnated them: 1 think it now incumbent u 
me to bring the Thing to a very ſhort Ifſue, by 
SOLEMNLY CALLING ON COUNT ZINZENDORF, 
the Author, Broacher and Advocate of this Sect, 
as I HEREBY Do, to anſwer all and every Article 
ſet forth againſt the ſaid Sect in the Candid Nor. 
rative; not by running them over and picking out what 
he likes beſt, or making Interrogatories to himſelf, 
whereby the Charges are in a great Meaſure en- 
feebled (which I find to be his favourite Method) 
or by confounding Paſſages together , but by diſtini; 
mentionng or quoting ONE ARTICLE AFTER AN0- 
THER, and giving à clear, explicit and categorical 
Anſwer to each of them. This the Public has a 
Right to expect at his Hands; the more as he or 
his Aſſociates in Power, have engaged themſelves 
to it by their Advertiſement of June 2, 1753. though 
hitherto they never have performed it; and if this 
rs not complied with in the Manner aſoreſaid, it 
muſt be looked upon as a tacit Confeſſion of the 
Validity of the Accuſations abovemention'd. On 
my Part, as Truth is the only Thing I aim at, 
I folemnly decare, That I never ſhall think it a Di- 

race to confeſs that I am in the wrorg, whenſo- 
ever he ſhall make it appear that I am ſo. 

I cannot omit taking Notice here, that among 
the Vouchers produced by the Herrnbuters before 
the Committee of Parliament, I have found, to 
my great Surprize, that they pretend, they have 
anſwer'd above Twenty Times the Accuſations 
brought againſt them Abroad. Whether this cun- 
ning Way of prepoſſeſſing People doth not make 
a Part of their Di/ciplin& Arcaui, J will not take 
upon me to decide; however that be, it can pre- 
vail with none but ſuch as are determined to tab 
Things upon Truſt. If calling one's Adverſarics 
by the vileſt Names, and beſtowing the Toy q 
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Libels on all their Writings, though ever fo well 
ſupported by Proofs, can be deemed anſwering, 
then indeed the Count himſelf, or his Diſciples, have 
anſwer'd more than an hundred Times. If thoſe 
* that attack his favourite Tenets are to fit down 
* contented, and account themſelves refuted, by 
being told by him, that he, according to his natural 
| Diſpoſition, would firſt knock out with his Foct a couple 
| of Teeth out of their Mouths before he would anfeer, 
* and that a Thunderbolt ſhould deſtroy them (*). I think 
che Conteſt muſt ſoon be at an End; this is anſwer- 
ing with a Vengeance, but will ſcarce go down with 
People that have the leaſt Pretence to Reaſon and 
good Breeding. In fact, the Count, or his Follow-

what he adyanees, the Accufations muſt be ſup- 
poſed to remain ſtill in their full Force. Thus 
much may likewiſe be inferr'd from the Challenge: 
of Mr. Benner, Doctor and Profeſſor of Divinity 
at Gieſſen, and Mr. Freſenius, Doctor of Divinity 
at Franckfort, who have defied him to invalidate 
the Accuſations they brought againſt him ſome 
Years ago. As theſe three Gentlemen, as well as all 
the others that have wrote againſt him, remain un- 
anſwer*d, at leaſt with regard to Matters of Fact; 
every unprejudiced Perſon muſt conclude, that the 
aforeſaid Accuſations are founded upon Truth, 
unleſs it be ſuppoſed (according to the ſmart Ob- 
ſervation of the Theological Univerſity at Tubinger, 
in their Reſponſum againſt this Sect) (u) that every 
body loſes his Underſtanding and Diſcretion as ſoon as le 
begins to relate or ſay any thing againſt the Herrnhuters, 
I cannot deny but that the Count's Anger may 
Fave oftentimes been raiſed by Perſonalia. His Ad- 
verſaries have charged him, for Inſtance, that he, 
though only a Subject in Saxony, had, in Order to 
fatisty his matchleſs Pride, impoſed upon the Go- 
vernor of Penſylvania and a great Number of other 
Gentlemen of that Province, by aſſerting, in 2 
Speech made to them in 1742 at Philadelphia, that 
bis Ambaſſadors were treated like thoſe of Princes, 
Item, that he, leaving his Lady at home, travell'd 
abroad with Auna Nitſchman, a young Woman, 
whom he made an Eldreſs in the 14th Year of het 
Age, and was frequently alone with her; Ven, 
that he often had paſſed under different Names 
from one Country to another, was very aſſiduous 
in collecting Money, and had decoyed a Merchant,

worth one Hundred thouſand Crowns, from Stral- 
fund to Herrnhut, and ſent him afterwards to A.- 
piers, to convert the Moors, where he died; with 
ſundry other Charges relating to Sums acquired 
by him from People that came over to his Sect. 
Such Allegations, at firſt Sight, ſeem improper 
in Controverſies relating to Doctrines: But then it 
ought to he conſider'd, that the abovemention'd 
Speech is publiſhed in the Count's own Writings, 
(w) and that he had cauſed printed Copies of ir to 
be diſtributed among the Audience ; which ſhews 
at leaſt, that the Charge was unqueſtionably true; 
that the ſecond Exception relating to Auna Nit/ch- 
man 1s likewiſe ſo, appears from Letters and Pa- 
pers alſo publiſhed by himſelf (x), and as for the 
third, the Count doth not ſo much as preſume to 
deny, that he had brought the above Merchant 
of Stralſund to Herrnhut (y). The whole Contro- 
verly, moreover, is not to be conſider'd on the 
Footing of an ordinary one, as it is carried on 
againſt a Perſon, who pretends to new Gifts, who 
ſeems to aim at a Revolution in the Church, who 
gives the World to underſtand hot his Seft will ſo 
far weaken the Proteſtant Conſtitution as to leave no- 
thing of it but a Caput mortuum (2), and boaſts that 
from him à neto Period ſhall be begun in Church Hiſ- 
tory (a): Againſt a Perſon, whole Doctrines de Incar- 
natione, de Trinitate & generatione Filii eterna are fo 
extravagant, as to render theſe Myſteries quite con- 
temptible, making them ſavour much of the Doc-

mines of the Heathen, when they ſpeak de Helis. 
mibus deorum ſecretis: Againſt a Perſon, who not- 
withſtanding his being but ſlenderly verſed in 
the Greek Tongue, according to his own Confeſ- 
ſion, has preſumed, in Order to bring all Sects 
under his Sway, to make a new Tranſlation of 
the New-Teſtament, and has accommodated it to 
the Opinions of Roman Catholics, Socinians, Fanatics, 
Ghiliaſts, Anabaptiſts, &c. left out in above 2 50Places, 
to confine myſelf only to the four Evangeliſts) 

netimes 1, 2, 3, 4. 5, 7, 8, 14 Words, ſome- 
times whole Sentences, nay whole Verſes; be- 
ſides a vaſt Number of falſe Tranſlations (b); and 
has thereby given ſuch a Scandal to all Germazy, 
as he ſcarce ever will be able to blot out: Again!

POSTSCRIPT. 


I Think proper to add here, that the Herrnhuters 
have juſt publiſhed a Pamphlet, intitled, A mz. 
deſt Plea for the Church of the Brethren, &c. which 
is the THIRD Piece that has appeared in Public, 
on their Behalf, ſince the Publication of the Can- 
did Narrative. The whole Drift of this Pamphlet, 
like that of the two former, is to commend their 
Sect in general Terms, without anſwering any one 
Accuſation brought againſt them. If this be the 
only Shift the Leaders of the Herrnhuters have to 
ſcreen themſelves from the Attacks of their Ad- 
verſaries, their Caſe muſt be deſperate indeed. Be 
that as it will, I muſt again renew my ſolemn 
Call upon the Count, made in the foregoing Decla- 
ration, and not reſt ſatisfied, till he has given the 
Public a fair and explicit Anſwer, to the ſeveral 
Charges brought againſt them in the candid Narra- 
tive.
